MRS. LONGWORTH, the daughte) of Pres} 
dent Theodore Roosevelt, Evalyn McLean and 
Fleanor Patterson were approximately the same 
age. They were friends, but temperamental; 
Washington always had trouble keeping track of 
who was feuding with whom, but could usually 
be sure that one of them was mad at at least 
one of the other two. 

They all came to Washington early in the 
century, lovely, gifted, spirited girls who became 
important, vigorous women. They were always 
terrific characters, highly flavored and fiercely 
individual. They differed in an important sense 
Mrs. MclLear and Mrs. Pattersoh were capri- 
eious and emotional, regarding the world as a 
sort of wide field for their adventures Mrs
